cell, entertained the Emperour with an elegant Oration, 

with many more famous for Learning and Miracles.

7. That of CALCEDON, in Bythinia tollowes 
conliſting of 630. Biſhops, called by Martianws the Empe- 
rour, who with his Wife Pulcheria was preſent at the ſame; 
againſt Eutiches Abbot of Confantinople, and Dioſcorus of 
Alexandria his champion', and it condemned the ſup- 
polititious ates of the Councell held at Epheſw.2. They 
athcmed one only nature to bein Chriſt, after his Incar- 
nation, to wit, his divine Nature, 3. Concerning the 
Prejident of this Councell, excepting the Emperour, and 
Judges Moderatours, (who are not named) there is noe 
certainty.. By favouring parties between Leo the firſt of 
Rome, and Anatholins Patriarch of Confantinople, matters 
were for the moſt part tranſated.

Bat Pope Vigilius who came to Conſtantinople to ſummon 
the Emperour,yer would not be preſent at the Councell, 
leaſta ſeeming yeelding toEatychius might be prejudiciall 
to his ſapremacy. 2. The Emperocur endeavoured to 
reconcile the Eutychians and the Orthodox for the pub- 
lick tranquillity,and therefore would have revoaked the 
Articles concerning the condemning of Theodorw of Met»

In this were convened 150 Biſhops, 
(they who count 279 or 28g reckon the abſ-nt Romans 
and others conſenting thereto) here the Emperour him- 
ſelfe was Preſident, and not the *perſon deputed by the 
Pope.

nods do not oblige univerſally thoſe that are abſent as 
preſent. It is not to be expefted therefore that the Pro- 
teſtants ſhould be obliged to the Tridentine decrees.6,Lon- 
gs addes out of Anſtaſixs the Library keeper, that nei- 
ther they were received by the other Patriarchs, but ac- 
counted as unworthy to be tranſcribed and laid upin 
the Acrhives, it is a wonder therefore by whoſe meanes 
they came to us; wherefore they are rather to be eſtemed 
as Canons from their agreement with the Scriptures, 
than otherwiſe tobe judged by negligent cenfurers.
